Today's  amaryllis  hybrids  are  the  result  of  more  than  one  hundred  years  of 
careful  breeding.  They  are  a  cross  between  the  true  amaryllis,  the  Belladonna 
type,  which  is  a  native  of  South  Africa,  and  the  Hippeastrum,  a  native  of  South 
America. 

Each  year  an  Amaryllis  bulb  goes  through  three  stages:  the  flowering  period, 
January-May;  the  growing  period,  May-October;  the  resting  period,  October- 
January. 

The  Flowering  period;  To  water  the  plant  during  this  stage,  immerse  the  pot 
in  a  pan  of  water  and  let  it  rema'in  until  the  water  stops  bubbling.  This  should  be 
done  once  or  twice  a  week. 

The  Growing  period:  After  the  plant  has  finished  blooming  cut  off  the  flower 
stalk  and  plant  the  bulb  in  the  open  ground.  Keep  it  well  watered  all  during  the 

summer.  The  more  leaves  that  develop  during  this  period,  the  more  flowers  you 
will  have  the  following  spring.  A  feeding  of  liquid  cow  manure  applied  twice 
during  the  summer  will  improve  the  quality  of  the  bulb. 

The  Resting  period;  The  only  important  thing  to  do  during  this  period  is  to 
withold  the  water  and  dry  off  the  bulb.

(Daffodils) 

Given  good  bulbs  the  main  factor  in  growing  fine  daffodils  is  thorough  and  deep 
cultivation  of  the  soil. 

TIME — September  planting  will  give  the  best  results,  but  one  can  plant  until  the 
rainy  season  starts  with  good  results.  \ 

PLACE — A  location  with  morning  sun  and  afternoon  shade  is  ideal.  Daffodils  can 
stand  full  sun,  but  not  complete  shade.  Bulbs  may  be  left  in  the  ground  for 
several  years. 

WATERING — Water  well  after  planting  and  water  once  a  week  until  the  rains 
start.
